Spirit of Improvement and 



The seat of government, by law, 
precedent, justice and the will of the 
people repeatedly expressed in the 
oonncils of State, is permanently lo- 
cated in Frankfort, and from this 
time forward there may be expected 
a substantial value to property that 
will give an impetus to business and 
the general improvement and de- 
velopment of the city. 

Capital removal agitation will no 
longer cause the merchants to ex- 
perience a decline of trade or enter- 
prising people with money to fear to 
make investments here in real or 
Joint stock property, and the citizens 
should now lend a hearty co-opera- 
tion to the city council in their laud- 
able efforts to take hold of public 
Improvements, and by their prompt 
action upon new or remedial meas- 
uies looking to the cleanliness, com- 
fort and beauty of the city, show that 
Frankfort is not deserving of the I 
approbrium of a "run down at the 
heel kind of town" which the advo- 
cates of capital removal have for 
years been spreading broadcast over 
the State. A senator remarked the 
other day that he did not believe the 
State would ever be willing to build 
a handBome State House in this city 
.because the general appearance of 
Frankfort in its rough, badly kept 
pavements and dirty unpainted 
houses and irregular, broken fences 
•howedalack-a-daisioal-good-enough- 
for-me kind of spirit that would ill 
.harmonise with the expenditure of 



two millions of dollars. Another 
said there were more generous, re- 
fined and cultured people here to the 
population than any place he knew 
of in the State, but they gave evi- 
dence, in the condition of their city 
and homes, that they had spent so 
much time and money in retaining 
the capital there was none left to 
devote to improving public or pri- 
vate property. 

With the new era then fairly upon 
the city, with confidence restored in 
all classes of trade and property, 
there should be awakened such a 
spirit of activity and progress as 
will within the next few years show a 
marked transformation and prove 
the assertion of Frankfort'B friends 
that with the settlement of the capi- 
tal question there would follow such 
a change in the appearance of the 
city as would cause her most relent- 
less foes to admit the beauty and 
suitability of this city for the loca- 
tion and building of an elegant State 
House.

We have noticed that when a fel- 
low undertakes to explain why his 
nine failed to win a base ball game 
he always finds it necessary to cuss 
the umpire for making rank decis- 
ions and accuse the opposing nine of 
dirty ball playing— seldom giving the 
true reason, viz: that the other fel- 
lows made the most scores.

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THE GOLUJP FAIR. 

Full of Foreign Attractions, the 
Midway Plaisance a Wide 
Field for a Liberal 
Education. 

All Things Must End and This 
Serial Letter is no Exception 
to the Rule. 



Whenl was at tbe World's Fair 
the first week in this month, there 
were many buildings and displays in 
a very incomplete state, which I did 
not get to see and have passed 
without a mention. The French, 
German and Austrian buildings, in 
the main grounds, are filled wi th in tor 
esting works of art and other pro- 
ducts of those nations, and tbe con- 
vent of La Rabida. an exact repro- 
duction of the convent at which 
Columbus stopped for the night just 
as he was about to leave Spain and 
seek aid from France to make his 
discoveries, is full of all kinds of 
pictures, paintings, relics and curios 
of the distinguished navigator and 
his explorations in the unknown seas. 
Here may be seen the original canoes, 
spears and costumes of the period 
which were taken to Spain from San 
Domingo. The tiny hawks bells, for 
which tb« 
their golc 
are also exposed to view in tbe 
building, and the hundreds of other 
reminders of Columbus and the 
aborigines of the islands of San 
Salvador, Cuba and Hayti, referred to 
in the fascinating pages of Irvings' 
♦•Columbus," exercise a magical 

Eower over the minds of the be- 
olders, by which they are turned 
backward into time four centuries, 
to hear the wonderful story told to 
Ferdinand and Isabella of tbe fruits 
of the perilous voyage of tbe Nina, 
Pinta and Santa Maria. 
But I must leave the Fair grounds 



and go down the long street project- 
ing from the side, called the Midway 
Plaisance, along the right and left 



hand of which are novel attractions 
from a large number of foreign 
nations, that open to the Inquiring 
mind a field for education that noth- 
ing short of several thousand dollars 
and years of travel can equal. With- 
in the past week, many points of 
interest In the Plaisance to which the 
daily papers are devoting much 
space have been opened to the 
public, but as I did not see them I re- 
frain from a description. For instance 
I did not get to see the Dahomey 
Village, the Dutch East India Village, 
the German Village and Town of 
Medieval Times, the Algerian Vil- 
lage and theatre and others of the 
kind. The captive balloon, which as- 
cends to a height of 1,600 feet and 
costs #2.00 for atrip, and the great 
Vertical Revolving Wheel, 260 feet 
in diameter, for which there Is a 
charge of fifty cents for a ride of two 
round trips, were not in operation 
then. 

Entering the Plaisance, the visitor i 
is impressed at once with the whole 
foreign scene. On one side may be 
observed a Chinese pagoda and on 
the other a Turkish mosque with its 
blue cupola, which, with the bouses 
of peculiar design that line the street, 
together with tne passing of sedan 
chairs or palanquins, camels, don- 
keys and hundreds of native Chinese. 
Japanese, Turks, Arabs, Soudanese, 
East Indians, Irish, Germans, Egyp- 
tians and other class of foreigners in 
the costumes of their lands, swiftly 
carry the imagination to the Eastern 



Continent, where Pekin, Tokio, Alla- 
habad, Constantinople, Damascus, 
Bagdad and Cairo are each in turn 
paid a visit. 

Our party of editors were first taken 
to the glass factory in operation by 
the Venetians where we witnessed 
the making of fine Venetian and 
Florentine wares. 

In the Irish Village in which there 
is a faithful reproduction of Blarney 
Castle as it appears in its ruins, the 
native Irish have on exhibition and 
for sale a great deal of the products of 
the Emerald Isle. The Arabs have a 
palace of Damascus in which there 
is a fountain of more than 600 years 
of age. In one end is shown the 
furniture of modern use and in the 
other the furniture of the ancient 
period. 

Across the yard from this palace is 
a kind of stable or open shed in 
which dwell a dozen or more black, 
hideous visaged Soudanese. One of 
the women had an infant a few 
months old which was an interesting 
feature of the visit to the ladies of 
our party, who stood at a distance 
from the male members of the Afri- 
can tribe that a few years ago shed a 
large quantity of England's best 
blood. 

A cyclorama of the Bernese Alps 
and one of the voleano of Mount 
Ktlauea in the Sandwich Islands were 
next visited and enjoyed, by which 
time it was close to the hour for mid- 
day luncheon which we agreed to 
take in a beer and concert garden in 
•Alt Weln," or a street in Old Vienna. 
The street is lined with shops and 
cafes kept by native Viennese, and 
during the time we were there a 
Maennerchor Society in one hall 
could be heard rehearsing while an 
accordeon in another, closer at hand, 
was varying the sounds of the clink- 
ing beer glasses and the tongues of 
many German waiter girls, calling 
out "zwel beer und pretzels" by wheez- 
ing one of Strauss' waltzes. As we 
were about to leave "Alt Wlen" we 
sang, '-The Old Kentucky Home" and 
received an encore from the Viennese 
who had come out of their cafes, pie 
bakeries, stores and gardens to listen 
to us. 

We then visited various smaller 
shows, one being a large model of the 
church of St. Peter at Rome, in the 
room of which are a number of in- 
teresting objects, among them a Pa- 
pel bull and a chair from the Vatican 
in which Pope Leo frequently sat. A 
building styled "The Congress of the 
Fair" was spherical in form and con- 
tained on platforms around the room, 
the most beautiful and perfect types of 
woman-kind from forty nations of 
the earth. Each woman was attired 
in the costume of her country, 
and those from India, France. Ger- 
many, England and the United States 
wore gowns of the richest and 
most expensive material. The East 
Indian princess was ablaze with 
jewels and the French woman 
had on one of Worth's most costly 
toilets, but the beautiful face and fig- 
ure of the young lady representing 
the United States so much surpassed 
the charms of the rest of the women, 
that when the division allotted to her 
and having tbe American flag for a 
background was reached, tbe whole 
party involuntarily paid her the 
homage of applause. Her cheeks at 
this display of loyalty became suffused

THE CITY COUNCIL. 

Engineer for the Bridge, the Ken 
tuoky River Improvement 
and Normal Training 
School Consid- 
ered. 

At an adjourned meeting of the 
olty council Tueflday night all tin 
members were present excepting Mr. 
McClure. 

A petition from Mr. Lee Buckley, 
asking for a rebate of $200 on his as- 
sessment was referred to the finance 
oommittee. 

A petition of M. T. Mitchell for a 
saloon license at the corner of Mero 
and Wilkinson street was referred to 
the license committee. 

A petition from Mr. George Huff- 
man for a reduction of his assessment 
from $1,500 to $1,300 was referred to 
the finance committee. 

Mr. Miles, from the license com 
mittee, reported the petition of Sam 
LuBcher for a saloon license, and with 
it a remonstrance by the citizens of 
the neighborhood. On motion of Mr. 
Furr it was returned to the commit- 
tee with instructions to make an in- 
vestigation of the complaints. 

Mr. Watson presented a communi- 
cation from Mr. W. H. Murray, Sec- 
retary of the Kentucky River Im- 
provement Committee, in regard to 
the sum necessary to complete the 
locksand dams to Beattyville. A res- 
olution was adopted, directing the 
clerk to send a copy to the President. 
Secretary of War and to each of our 
Congressmen and Senators. 

The following licenses were fixed: 
W. D. Butcher $10 fo"r groceries; 
Black & Hughes $70 for selling coal; 
Hannen & Hursey $10 for carriage 
and buggy shop. 

Mr. J. E. Miles presented a resolu- 
tion authorizing the bridge commit- 
tee to employ an engineer to examine 
the plans, specifications and details 
now on file, and to supervise the 
struction of the proposed bridge, to 
be under the control of the council, 
to which he will make his reports 
from time to time. It was adopted 
unanimously. 

Mr. Watson withdrew his resold 
tion appropriating $200 for a Manual 
Training Department to the city 
school, and offered instead a resolu- 
tion that two more names be added 
to the school committee, who are di- 
rected to confer with the school 
board on the advisability of estab- 
lishing a manual training school. Ii 
was adopted and Mr. James N. Miles 
and Mr. Chas. Ellwanger were added 
to the committee. 

City Engineer Bailey made a report 
that he had fixed the grade of the 
sidewalks on Wilkinson street, from 
Main to Mero street. It was approv- 
ed. 

The council adjourned until next 
Tuesday night at 7:30 o'clock. 

How To Turn in An Alarm. 

We are informed that many people 
who hold keys to the fire alarm 
boxes have never taken the trouble 
to inform themselves how to send 
an alarm after the box is open. The 
directions are given plainly in raised 
letters on the inside of the outer 
door, viz: ''Pull the lever down and 
let»it go," but as most of the alarms 
are turned in at night when the di- 
rections cannot be read, some delay 
is caused by the ignorance of the 
key holder. We are informed that 
when a fire occurred in South Frank- 
fort some time ago, a man who held 
a key opened an alarm box and 
shouted into it, as if it were a tele- 
phone, "Hello, there's a fire up here 
at No. — .»' Now if you hold a key 
and don't know what to do when you 
open the box, remember to pull the 
little lever, which protrudes through 
the inside door of the box, down and 
let it go, and the work is done.

& Bauers.

One of the finest games of ball ever 
played at Lake Park took place Mon- 
day afternoon, when the Lexington 
and Frankfort Clubs crossed bats.

The banquet was pronounced per- 
fect by all who were present and 
when, a few minutes before 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning, the large com- 
pany* dispersed, there was but one ex- 
pression of opinion, and that was 
that Frankfort, being a capital place, 
was the proper place for the Capital. 

THE KENTUCKY RIVER. 

A Resolution by the Legislature 
Looking to the Early Comple- 
tion of the Improvements 
to Navigation. 

Mr. Thomas S. Petitt, a native of 
this city, which is proud to acknowl- 
edge him as her son, introduced the 
following resolutions in the House on 
Saturday, looking to the completion 
of the Kentucky river improvements 
to navigation, which is of more real 
value to the whole Ohio Valley than 
most any measure now that Congress 
could act upon, with that end in 
view: 

Be it Resolved by the General Assem- 
bly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky: 

1. That the President of the United 
States, His Excellency, Grover Cleve- 
land, is hereby earnestly requested to 
direct the Seoretary of War to rec- 
ommend the amount, one million five 
hundred and twenty-four thousand 
dollars ($1,524,000) ["amount estimat- 
ed required for the completion of ex 
isting project," the Kentucky river, 

' contained in Major Lockwood's 
report on said river to the Seoretary 
of War] to Congress convening De- 
j 1893, in his report to that 
body concerning River and Harbors. 

2. That our Senators. Messrs. Black- 
burn and Lindsay, are hereby in- 
structed to have incorporated in the 
River and Harbor bill of the Congress 
convening in December, 1893, 11.624,- 
000, the full amount estimated to com- 



plete the Kentucky river to Beatty- 
ville, and that they appear before the 
River and Harbor Committee and 
urge the passage of the bill for the 
immediate completion of the Ken- 
tucky river, with all their skill and 
ability. 

3. That each and every representa 
tive from this State in Congress are 
most earnestly requested to appear 
before the River and Harbor Com- 
mittee and do all in their power to 
present Kentucky's claim to Bald 
committee in behalf of the immedi- 
ate improvement of the Kentuoky 
river, and urge the passage of the 
bill making the appropriation for 
said purpose. By so doing they will 
render their State an invaluable ser- 
vice, and be the means of opening up 
to market the great wealth contained 
in the 10,000 square miles of the Eas- 
tern coal Melds, or one-fourth the 
area of their State that is now com- 
paratively dormant and inacoessablef 

4. Copies of these resolutions are to 
be sent to our Senators and the Ken- 
tucky delegation in Congress. 

A matter of such vast importance 
to the material interests of the State, 
and at a time when the State's wealth 
of coal and iron has been advertised 
at the World's Fair by "a large appro- 
priation, there should be prompt and 
unanimous passage of the resolutions 
In both houses of the General Assem- 
bly.

His father 
died when he was a child, and though 
the facilities for an education at that 
early period were very small, 
it became necessary to remove him 
from school, and at the age of fifteen, 
to apprentice him to a cabinet maker. 
He acquired a fair elementary course 
at school, however, which with his 
natural powers of mind and aptitude 
for business soon led him to success 
in trading in live stock. 

In 1834 he married Miss Martha 
Todd Hazelett, daughter of William 
Fulton Hazelett, of Franklin county, 
and continued to reside at Lawrence- 
burg until about 1865 when he re- 
moved to Frankfort.
